of leftwing attacks on CIA and the U.S. Government. Mr. Bray seemed very 
appreciative of the rather limited comments provided on the format and 
emphasis of the paper. He stated that in a matter of this sort he takes full 
responsibility for publication of any information in the paper and that this 
is information that the people should receive. He noted that it was his opinion 
that if the Soviet intelligence services and the Soviet leadership were not 
being hurt badly by the Agency the world around, they would not put forth 
the effort against CIA that is evident on many fronts. Mr. Bray advised that 
he has additional information coming to him from the Library of Congress on 
World War I German and British intelligence organizations and may well 
include that material in the paper. He also noted he might like to talk briefly 
on the subject at that time. 
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
